He said if a person hada 
seizure as a child, a case 
can be made that (s) he is 
free from the disease. 

Anyone can start having 
seizures at any time, he 
said. Approximately 75 per- 
cent of epilepsy cases start 
before the age of 20 and 25 
percent after. 

While

of epilepsy, Sherard said 
prematurity may-be one of 
the reasons for the dis- 


ease. He said-the poor are 
probably more affected by 
the disease than ofhers 


textbooks have 


since they are more attec- 
ted by prematurity. In add- 
ition, it_is_easier forthe 
rich to get the proper 
drugs and to-hush up the 
disease. 

Hopeful that the black

There must be quite a temptation 
for Arnold Pinkney, President of the 
Cleveland Board of Education, to 
simply walk away from the con- 
troversy and confusion surrounding. 
the empasse between the Courts and 
the Board over the ordered in- 
tegration of our public school 
system, 

Not only are the. future respon- 
sibilities that will confront the School 
Board complex and ‘manifold, but 
there has developed a growing dis- 
unity of purpose in the Board itself, 
that could easily dissuade a leader of 
less tenacity and dedication than 
Pinkney, to wash his hands of the en- 
tire affair. Add to this development 
that the service on the Board is un- 
compensated, and tHat it takes 
valuable time away from Pinkney's 
insurance business, and one won- 
ders why he persists in enduring the 
flak that has been showered upon 
him -and- his colleagues during 
the past year.

And’ has asked for community, 


meetings in_all_of Cleveland's junior 
High Schools for desegregation in- 
put. 

He has consistently supported the 
aim of a quality integrated school 
system that relates to what Is best for 
the Children of Cleveland and their 
parents. 

He has been courageous enough 
to criticize the rulings of the courts 
and their team of so-called experts, 
when he felt that their rulings con- 
flicted with that high priority. 

We would suggest that trying to fill 
his leadership role, particularly in 
these times of emotional, judicial and 
financial stress, would leave the 
Board a hollow and ineffective in- 
strument. 

It will require not only strong and 
dedicated leadership, but a spirit of 
unity in the Board if it is to success- 
fully implement the decision of the 
in a smooth and orderly 
fashion, and at the same time provide 
the financial méans to carry out the 
court's orders.

The United States Supreme Court has 
before it the making on another of its 
landmark decisions as it weighs the 
evidence — and the emotions - in the 
now-famous Bakke Case-- the challenge 
by a young white man to the admissions 
program of the California Medical School 
at Davis.

The California Supre 
Court has ruled that Bakke had been un- 
constitutionally discriminated against 
because of his race (white) because the 
California institution had set aside 16 
places for minority applicants, several of 
which, Bakke contended had 
qualifications inferior to his. 

If the Highest court in the land sanc- 
tions this finding, the whole concept of 
the new affirmative action programs 
throughout the country, in education, in 
housing, in employment, will go down the 
drain, and the nation could well settle 
back into its traditional pattern of “last 
hired, first fired’’ — go to the back of the 
line philosophy. 

As a consequence, Black leaders fear 
that an unfavorable ruling by the High 
Court could bring 15 years of gains won

Since the Chinese look upon Con- 
fucius as great teacher, the holiday 
is also called teacher's day. 

Dressed in ancient style regalia, 
the participants, men, women -and 
children, as colorful as they were 
solemn, went through the ceremonial 
ritual with great reverence. 

We were provided with programs 
in English so we were able to follow 
it with complete understanding. Con- 
‘lucious, we found out, is the Latin- 
ized name of Kuna-fritzu, his sur- 
name being “Kung” and futzu 
meaning master. 

While our prepared itinery was full, 
nevertheless, two important additions 
were made. One was an audience 
with the premiere of the Republic of 
China, Chiang Ching-Kuo. 

The second was our audience with 
President Yen’ Chia-Kan. Both of 
these top officials didussed with us 
the social, political and 
economic programs of the nation.

What is the problem 
relative to Ambassador 
Young? There has been 
controversy over him ever 
since he was even con- 
sidered for the post. The 
President has had to make 
public statements in his 
defense on occasions 
although, it can be con- 
jectured, Carter was 
sweating blood during the 
defensive remarks of 
Young. 

The point about Young 
is that he is off key in the 
diplomatic protocol 
things are not just done 
that way, although he suc- 
ceeded a more flamboyant 


Monihan. The boys in 
Washington merely smiled 
or laughed at his. antics. 
But for the black diplomat 
to push himself out in 
world expression, ‘No, no, 
must not do.” 

Mr. Young is a striking 
contrast to Ralph Bunche, 
whom the late President 
Truman appointed to the 
opening session of the 
United Nations. Mr. Bun- 
che averted a near East 
War 26 years ago and the

matters, for they all follow 
the same pattern of racial 
disputes as have beset 
America through the years. 

Can he get them settled 
through the . United 
Nations? Is it the battle-

The 
UN can merely criticize 
and rebuke for human in- 
fractions, but it cannot 
condemn to any punitive 
actions for the same. It can 
send peace keeping for- 
ces, when asked, but it 
cannot send a _ con- 
Stabulary without 
agreement of disputing 
Parties. 

Mr, Young is a youthful 
fellow still full of that 
emotionalism that brought 
the black man to better 
footing in the .60's. He 
naturally treads tender 
earth in the United 
Nations. The UN has been 
couched in a struggle of 
governmental patterns in a 
world divided against itself 
like the United States in 
the pre-Civil War days. 

The young ambassador 
may be taking a new key of 
interest to the nations to 
handle ‘responsibility to 
races in human relations. If 
that be the new theme for 
the UN to handle, the-net 
results might benefit the 
entire world, It might take 
strife and prejudice out of 
ethnic differences. 

The impeachment . aim 
gains ground, maybe.

Final comments were due at the Federal Com- 
munications Commission by October 3rd concerning a 
Notice of Inquiry into whether it would be desirable to 
require a licensee to give a 45-day public notice of its in- 
tent to sell a broadcast station. " 

The issue, first raised at a two-day meeting of minority » 
broadcast owners at the FCC this spring, turns on 
whether this would be a means of increasing minority 
ownership of stations in this country. 

Presently minorities own less than two tenths of one 
percent of the nearly 9,000 (blacks own about 56 radio 
stations and only one television station that is currently 
on the air) broadcast properties, including more than a 
thousand television stations. 

This is a very important proposition. | am gratified that 
the FCC adopted my idea on July 27, 1977 and issued a 
Notice of Inquity in its respect. | would, however, have 
preferred the Commission to have issued a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking along with ,the Notice so that 
when the questions and comments were finally in, the 
Commission could have moved into effectuating the 
concept should it have been found to be meretorious. 

However, now after the comments are in on Oct. 3, a 
30-day period must transpire to permit the filing of re- 
plies to the comments and then, hopefully, the Com- 
mission after finding the public infavor, will move to.the 
necessary rulemaking. 

| would urge all consumer groups, all civil rights 
leaders and groups, all those who know in their hearts 
that blacks and other minorities and women have suffer- 
ed egregiously from blatant historic institutional and per- 
sonal racism and exclusion in broadcasting to join this 
opportunity to do sdmething; to concern themselves in 
positive. ways. 

They must determine what comments are being made 
(because a number of enemies of the idea have certainly 
got their licks in) so they may file strong and meaningful 
replies to them. . 

Let me make this as emphatic as | can: the FCC will be 
swayed by arguments -- pro or con. So those who are in- 
terested in opening one more window to democratic 
change in broadcasting must be sure they present their 
arguments as strongly, as forcefully, as cogently as 
possible. 

Already. the National Association of Broadcasters has 
made a counter proposal, one that it calls the “first 
realistic” solution to the problem of too few minority 
owners in broadcasting. This powerful organization of 
broadcasters had petitioned the FCC for a declaratory 
ruling that would, it believes, increase minority owner- 
ship of broadcast stations, without the imposition of rigid 
governmental standards on the industry. 

They have asked the FCC to issue a tax certificate to 
any broadcaster who sells a broadcast property to a 
minority buyer. The certificate:would enable the seller to 
avoid capital gains taxes if he buys similar property with- 
in a requisite period. | am not opposed to this suggest- 
ion, The NAB is fearful, and rightly so of the government 


property. . 

Well, so am |. And a lot of other people. No one wants 
the government to enter private transactions between in- 
dividuals. But the selling of broadcast properties is not 
in the same ‘category as selling, say, one’s home, or, 
place of business. The owner of a broadcast license is 
the possessor of.a right to operate a precious and 
limited segment of the electro-magnetic spectrum. And 
because it is something that is in very limited supply 
(only a few of our millions of citizens can own a TV or 
radio station), the government has rightly declared that 
this spectrum space cannot be owned by. any individual 
citizen. It can only be granted by the government in 
limited amounts to persons who will operate their fran-

‘This drug, according to 
Dr. Uknott, was develpedi - 
he lae 158’s and was 
recommended for clinical 
trials on humans in 1957. 
Mark Davis and 
Company marketed the 
drug under the trade name 
of “Sernyl” and received 
the U.S. patent in 1963. 
Around 1965, because of 
its _toxic effects. on 
humans, it was banned 
from further use among 
humans. and has since 


been + reserved for 
veterinanry medicine 
where it is used as an 


animal-tranquilizer, he re- 


sports, 


For some reason and as, 
part of the general-_problem 
of drug revolution, Uknot 
continued, “PCP. has 
illegally surfaced within 
the drug culture as a 
strong status symbol with 
the young. The Federal 
Drug Abuse Warning Net- 
work (DAWN) reported on 
the increase of PCP’s 
abuse from 13: percent in 
1973 to 43 percent in 1976. 
Dr. Robert Dupont, director 
of National Institute on 
Drug Abuse (NIDA), has 
also expressed. concern 
over the upsurge and 
seems to see PCP abus as 
the No. 1 area of concern.” 

At Uhuru, Uknott reports, 
“| have received several 
calls from the city, from 


those who are either taking- 


PCP directly or are in 
frequent contact. with 
those abusing. the drug 
regularly.” 

While those individuals, 
“vouna and usually iden- 


mee mer 


tified unrevealed are 
worried about the strange 
uncomfortable effects of 


the drugs, they are not en= 


thusiastic for treatment or 
counseling,”’ he lamented. 

He said that private and 
confidential conversation 
with some junior high 
school students “attests to 
the availability of PCP and 
other abuse potential 
drugs in public schools," 
he said, and added: 

“We at Uhuru, do not 
see drug problems as 
abating, rather its: intake 
level has increased with a 
trend where many different 
types of drugs are taken 
simultaneausly,:’ he said: 

Commenting further, he 
said of PCP, it must be un- 
derstood, has a cheap 
production process. It can 
be prepared from a cook- 
book formula purchased 


from the street with doses, 
selling for as little as less’ 


than $1, and with relative 
ease... with..which. young 
people can obtain the 
drug, it not only makes it 
likeable but also much 
sought for. 

“Competing in avail- 
ability and consumption 
level with marijuana, we 
wonder if its legalization, 
decriminalization of PCP 
maintenance would not 
soon be suggested,” he 
observed. 

Reemphasizing his 
serious concern about the 
ICP traffic, Uknott won- 
dered “What kind of a 
democratic institution . are 
we building when the 
future leaders of our 
inherited institution (our 
youngsters) are in- 
creasingly being nar- 
cotized into passivity and 
are being pressured into 
pseudo euphoria.” 

What about the “laissez- 
faire’’ attitude of our 
educational __ institutions

value system that is right 
for everyone, thereby 
leaving children in the 
endless struggle to forge 
their own set of values," he 
asked. 


He also pointed a guilty 
finger, at parents “per- 
missive attitude and our in-

styles?" 


Moreover, he asked:
